ſuch Return is made to the Inſurer as the State of the Profit and Loſſes of the Society warrant ; 
which Return is a clear Gain to the Infurers with this Society. The uſual Period of Inſurance f 
is Seven Years; but, for the Accommodation of the Inſurer, the Policy may be cloſed, and 
the Return made at any ſhorter Time, on his Requeſt. _ |
